Azaleas  require  a  good  quan¬ 
tity  of  moisture,  and  they  should,  therefore,  be  mulched  throughout  the  year  with  Peat  Moss,  or  Oak  Leaves.  These  plants 
can  be  fertilized,  but  we  recommend  feeding  until  June  15th,  which  will  allow  sufficient  time  for  the  new  growth  to  harden, 
before  the  Winter  season.  By  all  means  plant  a  few  of  our  Azaleas  this  Spring.
